(38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby classifies ‘Molten Sulphur’ under the category of ‘Solid Sulphur’ in 
bulk in the Schedule of wharfage charges in Visakhapatnam Port Trust Scale of Rates and wharfage charges as applicable to 
‘Solid Sulphur’, as in the order appended hereto.

ORDER 

(Passed on this 12th day of February, 1999) 

This case relates to a proposal from the Visakhapatnam Port Tiust (VPT) for classification of ‘Molten Sulphur’ under 
the category of‘Solid Sulphur’ in bulk and to levy wharfage charges as applicable to ‘Solid Sulphur’ at the rate of Rs. 23.lOps. 
per KL or MT whichever is more. Presently there is no prescribed rate of wharfage charge for the cargo ‘Molten Sulphur’ in 
the schedule of wharfages in the VPT Scale of Rates. 

2. M/s. Coromandel Fertilizers Limited (CFL), Visakhapatnam, have informed the VPT that they are now importing 
consignments of ‘Molten Sulphur ’ (Sulphur in liquid form) through the VPT and desired to know the rate of wharfage payable 
by them. The case was considered by the VPT and it was decided by them to include ‘Molten Sulphur’ under the category of 
‘Solid Sulphur' in bulk and to levy wharfage charges as applicable to ‘Solid Sulphur’. Both ‘Molten Sulphur’ and ‘Solid 
Sulphur’ have similar chemical characteristics except that ‘Molten Sulphur’ reacts very easily with Oxygen in the atmosphere 
to produce sulphur dioxide. 

3. The Board of Trustees of the VPT vide their Resolution number 735/98-99 dated 27th November, 98 resolved to 
classify ‘Molten Sulphur’ under the category of ‘Solid Sulphur’ in bulk and to levy wharfage charges as applicable to ‘Solid 
Sulphur’. 

4. The matter was taken up with the main user M/s. Coromandel Fertilizers Limited, Visakhapatnam, and the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce & Industry, Visakhapatnam. They have accepted the rate recommended by the VPT and they do not have any 
objection. 

5. Accordingly, the Tariff Authority for Major Ports (TAMP) approves the proposal of VPT for classification of 
‘(Molten Sulphur’ under the category of‘Solid SulphUr’ in bulk and to levy wharfage charges as applicable to Solid Sulphur at 
the rate of Rs. 23.10 ps. per fyL or MT whichever is more.
